Sir  Raymond  Purves,  CBE, 
chairman  and  managing  director  of 
Clyde  Industries,  passed  away  recently 
aged  63. 

He  was  born  at  Casino  and  began  a 
close  association  with  the  firm  in 
1939. 

It  was  then  at  a  low  ebb,  and  as  a 
chartered  accountant  he  was  called  in 
to  act  as  a  consultant.  Four  years  later 
he  was  appointed  a  director. 

In  the  post  war  years  the  company 
adjusted  swiftly  to  a  peacetime  role, 
and  Sir  Raymond  was  instrumental  in 
forming  a  group  of  companies  with 
diversified  interests. 

Considered  his  biggest  coup  in 
transport  was  when  he  set  the 
Commonwealth  and  State  railways  on 
the  path  of  conversion  to  diesel 
traction.  He  followed  this  by 
successfully  tendering  for  the  supply 
of  diesels  to  Pakistan,  Hong  Kong  and 
New  Zealand. 

Sir  Raymond  headed  a  group  of  71 
registered  companies  in  an  $80m 
complex. 

He  was  honorary  life  governor  of 
the  Australian  Postgraduate 
Federation  in  Medicine,  governor  of 
the  Science  Foundation  for  Physics 
within  the  University  of  Sydney,  and 
past  president  of  the  University’s 
Postgraduate  Medical  Foundation. 

To  his  sorrowing  relatives  we 
extend  our  sincere  condolences.

Amongst  the  noteworthy  aims 
were:  the  organisation  of  a  four-month 
training  course  in  stud  management 
for  boys  and  girls  aged  18  to  25;  a 
foster  dam  service;  a  colostrum  bank 
for  orphan  foals;  the  promotion  of 
equine  research;  the  reception  and 
entertainment  of  visitors  to  promote 
the  sale  and  appreciation  of  the  Irish

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PERSONALITY  OF  THE  MONTH 

SIR  LESLIE  HOOKER 


Sir  Leslie  and  Lady  Hooker  (Delzie 
if  you  know  her  that  well)  were  in 
Atlanta,  Georgia,  USA,  for  the 
opening  of  a  hotel  in  which  his 
company  has  an  interest. 

Already  the  firm  is  ensconced  deep 
in  the  heart  of  Georgia,  building  town 
houses. 

And  that  is  a  pleasing  culmination 
of  the  outstanding  career  of 
Tattersall’s  member  Sir  Leslie  Hooker. 

At  the  age  of  1 2  he  was  a  newsboy 
in  Sydney’s  city  streets. 

And  there  are  other  TattersalFs 
members  who  made  a  similar  humble 
start  when  “earning  a  quid”  could  be 
most  difficult  but  a  necessity  for 
family  purposes. 


Sir  Leslie  Hooker 

When  he  was  13  Sir  Leslie  started 
work  as  a  clerk  on  the  usual 
commencing  salary  of  $1.50  per  week. 

Eventually  he  left  for  a  life  at  sea 
on  Australian  ships  trading  in  the 
northern  islands. 

At  the  age  of  22  he  returned  to  be  a 
partner  in  a  building  firm. 

Undaunted  by  the  failure  of  this 
venture,  the  knowledgeable  business 
adventurer  started  Les  Hooker’s 
Maroubra  real  estate  agency. 

Now  Sir  Leslie  is  the 
multi-millionaire  king  of  a  real  estate 
company  that,  like  Topsy,  just  grew 
and  grew. 

Sir  Leslie  says  that  he  still  loves  his 
tennis  and  football,  but  he  believes  his 
trust  in  four  words  contributed  to  his 
success  —  “hard  work,  determination 
and  persistence.” 


His  company  now  administers 
assets  approximating  $150  million 
exclusive  of  related  and  associated 
companies’  assets. 

So  far  you  could  be  pardoned  for 
thinking  that  the  ultimate  goal  was 
money.  However  we  discovered  that 
money,  as  such,  does  not  interest  Sir 
Leslie  so  much,  but  people  and 
children  do. 

Sir  Leslie  is  a  director  and  one  of 
the  vice  presidents  of  Sydney  Hospital, 
the  chairman  of  Sydney  Eye  Hospital, 
a  life  governor  of  the  Royal  Institution 
for  Deaf  and  Blind  Children.  He  has  a 
position  on  the  Salvation  Army  board, 
and  some  years  ago  chaired  an  appeal 
to  raise  funds  for  braille  talking  books 
for  the  blind. 

But  the  community  interest  which 
is  especially  close  to  Sir  Leslie’s  heart 
and  the  one  for  which  he  has  worked 
hardest  in  recent  years  is  the  Council 
for  Integrated  Deaf  Education. 

He  is  president  of  the  council 
which  was  set  up  towards  the  end  of 
1969  as  an  organisation  to  assist  deaf 
pre-school  children  in  having  the 
opportunity  of  learning  and  mixing  in 
a  “hearing”  world. 

Sir  Leslie  and  Lady  Hooker  really 
know  the  problems  that  beset  young 
deaf  children,  and  indeed  the  families 
of  such  children. 

They  themselves  have  two  deaf 
grandchildren,  Penelope  (10)  and 
Daniel  Shepherd  (9). 

Their  parents  are  Dr.  and  Mrs. 
Bruce  Shepherd,  and  the  school 
administered  by  the  Council  for 
Integrated  Deaf  Children  takes  its 
name  after  them  —  it  is  the  Shepherd 
Centre  at  the  University  of  Sydney. 

Bruce,  Sir  Leslie’s  son-in-law,  is  also 
a  member  of  Tattersall’s.  He  is  the  vice 
president  of  the  Council,  and  Mrs. 
Shepherd  is  the  honorary  director  of 
the  Centre. 

This  year  in  the  Queen’s  Birthday 
honours  list,  Sir  Leslie  received  his 
knighthood  for  services  to  commerce 
and  to  the  community. 

And  so  to  Les  Hooker,  concerned 
grandfather,  quiet  man  with  a  good 
heart  and  a  keen  sense  of  humour,  we 
say  —  it  couldn’t  have  happened  to  a 
nicer  person.
